Legislation including funding to boost northern Michigan and UP tourism heads to governor 


LANSING, Mich. — Sen. 
Ed McBroom joined Sen. 
Wayne Schmidt and Rep. 
Sara Cambensy in supporting 
a funding measure that in- 
cludes resources to support 
northern Michigan and 
Upper Peninsula tourism. 

“The western U.P. has been 
dealt many blows economi- 
cally for years, the most re- 
cent of which was the 
untimely and unnecessary 
closure of Ojibway Prison,” 
said McBroom, R-Waucedah 
Township. “The state has 
made many promises of eco- 
nomic investment and today, 
thanks to the great U.P. leg- 
islative team and partners 


across the U.P. and down- 
state, we are seeing a tremen- 
dous investment in a 
transformational project for 
our area.” 

Senate Bill 565, which con- 
tains funding for much- 
needed road and water 
infrastructure repairs, also 
included funds for local park 
projects across the state. SB 
565 includes $20 million for 
the restoration and develop- 
ment of the Copper Peak ski 
jump facility in Gogebic 
County. The world-class facil- 
ity will attract international 
ski competitions and provide 
sports-related tourism to the 
region. The ski jump is ex- 


pected to generate $50 million 
for the region in visitor rev- 
enue over its first four years 
of competitive events. 

“Northern Michigan and 
Upper Peninsula legislators 
worked together and across 
the aisle to include funding to 
transform Copper Peak into a 
world-class destination for 
ski jumping competitions and 
training for Olympic-level 
athletes from the U.S. and 
around the world,” said 
Schmidt, R-Traverse City. 
“We already have an interna- 
tional commitment to host 
ski competitions once up- 
grades are complete.” 

State Rep. Sara Cambensy, 


who represents a portion of 
the Upper Peninsula in the 
state House of Representa- 
tives, agreed with both sena- 
tors and called this a critical 
investment for the area and 
Michigan as a whole.
